The Capitalists in Politics. 

The capitalist class, which has possession of all the means of pro- 
duction an distribution, consists or' but 6 per cent, of the voting 
population of the United States, whereas the working-class, the producers 
of all wealth, constitute not less than 75 per cent, of the voting popu- 
lation.

These conditions* 
result in slavery; wage-slavery truly enough, but none the less! slavery. 
Workingmen, workingwomen and children are classed' as human beings, 
having rights, but are precisely on a par with mules, hogs, pig iron or 
cabbages, to be bought and sold for what' they will bring. Man being 
a tool-using animal, having to employ his energy in order to support him- 
self and those dependent upon him, find by reason of the- fact, that the 
capitalist-class owns the land and tools of production, that this gives 
tlr.im absolute control of every avenue to employment, therefore^ he can- 
net work at all except by consent of the capitalist tool-owninfe-class, an J 
t.h::y also dictate all other terms and conditions. All these facts and con- 
ditions, describe slavery and nothing short of it. 

The Strike as a Remedy (?) 

At times the working-class* a^e, in desperation* driven to revolt Theae 
revolts or 'protests take the form of strikes. A strike means, that al- 
though the working-class is in the best of times, but 30 days from starva- 
tion, yet nevertheless they are going to starve the capital ist-class into sub- 
mission, as. has often been said, they are going to "fight capital with capi- 
tal," despite the fact that the working-class are penniless and propetlty- 
less. A strike, (frequently gotten up by request and through the conni- 
vance of tl e capitalist-class themselves) being so' mucl» as hinted at, the 
first effect is to put up the price of goods in stock, and t the strike goes 

transferee! to Ne wport, Tuxedo, Yellowstone! Park, oi to the fashionable 
watering pace>- and gambling resorts of Europe. And after the capital- 
ists are sufficiently starved at these places, they come back home and divide 
up 50 or Ito millions of dividends. 

. Meanwhile the man on strike discovers that he is a' little hungry bin 
s:?f. This makes him desperate.- He protests, he parades, he pickets the 
plant, he does a good many things that are\ foolishness, and a waste of time. 

While all this is going on the capitalist, or generally his agent, goes in 
tho capitalist courts, presided over by capitalist judges who are frequently 
stockholders in the same plants in dispute (and these judges are in all < 
Republicans or Democrats, elected to office by the votes of the working 
class) and the judges, pliant tools of the Capitalist class, grant injunctions 
and writs of all kinds galore, simply for the asking. 

These writs are placed in the hands of Republican and Democratic 
sheriffs elected, by the, votes of the workingmen. These sheriffs proceed to 
swear ia h lot of thugs as deputies, men who can be relied on to provoke 
disorder 

After a little time, the sheriffs discover they cannot control the situa- 
tion, and he Governor is called on. The Governor is always a Republican 
or a DettDcrat elected by the votes of the workmgmafi. " The* Militia is 
ordered o\t, orders are given to shoot to kill, "select either heart or head" 
and these inhuman and brutal orders are issued by a General, who Is also 
the taoutnant Governor of the State, elected to office by the votes of the 
wo angiihr;

During the 
present strike of tliei anthracite coal mines, the price of Dituminous coal in 
Pittsburg has gone up 35 per cent, yet the bituminous miner is getting no 
fraction of this raise in price. In December last, the "Pittsburg Post," 
itself a capitalist newspaper, published in ns editorial columns a statistical 
article that showed conclusively that such necessaries of life as) could be 
purchased in 1898 for $72.00 then cost $101.00, an advance in uie cost of 
living that has more than absorbed all tne paltry little raises in money 
wages that we have received, and since December last the Beef trust, and 
all the other trusts, have been getting in their fine work. Prosperity for 
the working class only exists in the capitalist newspapers and the stump 
speeches of capitalist apologists.
